The author of "The Naturalist in La

The Washington Canoe association is 


an organisation of which any chief of 
the old Analostana, Powtowiuaeks, Ac- 
comacs, or Snsquehannas would have 
been very proud. 
Ill the days of tho 


aborigines the placid 
Potomac was 


plowed by 
tho 
dug-out, birch-bark 


and rafted handicruftot ambitious cop- 
per-colored sportsmen and 
warriors. 


They went a-fishing in those days, but 
they did not go gunning. They had 
bows mid arrows nnd crude traps; but 
such as they had they used for eaptur- 


' ing or killing the reed-birds, ortolans, 
ducks, deer and other game. They in- 
vaded 
tho flats and 
marshes, and 


tramped over the islands for mere wan- 
tonness. They had tribal ileets, too, 
and went to war us heroically and fero- 
ciously as did their white brethren be- 
yond the trackless Atlantic waste. But 
they had no Armada, noraiij- panoplied 
i'.otilln such as that in which Cleopatra, 
led Marc Antony to disgrace and in- 
lumy. 
The modern fleet o{ canoes has Its 


headquarters near tho spot on which 
the greatest battle was over fought in 
pre-historic times. 
The Analostans, 


Accomacs aud Powtowmacks formed a 
confederacy; a sort of tri-partite agree- 
ment for 
their mutual 
protection 


against the iuvading hordes of the 
north, called Snsquchnnnas. The lat- 
ter tribe came down like wolves on tho 
fold. Their ranks were ns the sands of 
tho seashore in number. But, upon one 
occasion, when they eauic by land and 
by water, the southern confederacy of 
copper-colored 
warriors entrenched 


themselves upon an 
eminence- (now 


known as Observation hill), repulsed 
them, drove them back, followed and 
smote them hip and thigh; so that they 
never again approached the Potomac 
region. Even until this day the bones 
of those slain in that great battle on 
tho river, as well as on the land, and 
that on Analostan island, midway be- 
tween the river banks, arc occasionally 
exhumed, when buildings are erected 
on the spot where thousands of dusky 
warriors battled for supremacy. It is 
near this battleground that the modern 
licet casts and weighs anchor to-dny. 


But the complete crafts of the pleas- 


ure-seekers lire- models of ease and com- 
fort. 
In such u safe vessel as the lit- 


tle Mariner, it is a great pleasure to 
explore the bays and shores of the 
lower river. For several days prececd- 
ing the cruise, active preparations had 
been going on to insure a complete out- 
lit, and the tent, cooking utensils, 
blankets and 
provisions were now 


snugly stowed.under tho deck in such 
a manner as to ballast the cruiser for 
her best sailing. Hapldly tho familiar 
shores of the river near the city were 
passed, and once under the long bridge 
we felt that our cruise had really be- 
gun. Tins temptation to stop for a 
brief visit to the wooded bluffs of the 
Four Mile run, a favorite rendezvous 
of the. Potomac canoeists, was resisted 
by a desire to make camp as far down 
the river as possible the tirst night, so 
we kept our course in 
midehanncl 


past Alexandria, the former home of 
Lord Fairfax, nnd .Tones' Point just be- 
low, where on April IT,, 17'Jl, the initial 
corner stone of the present District of 
Columbia was laid by a notable gather- 
iiirr of distinguished odleials, in ac- 
cordance with President Washington's 
proclamation of March SO, 17BI, an- 
nouncing the bounds of the new feder- 
al territory afterwards named the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. The present light- 
house at .Tones' Point stands on the 
site of the interesting ceremonies, and 
in the beginning of this century it was 
proposed to erect a strong fort there to 
be called "Columbia/In commemoration 
of the event. 
The Mariner is so different in every

Little Experlenctt In Domestic I'phol- 
Btury Will Bnnhln Clovrr Tinners to 


Work "Wonders—A t'c\v Vt-ry 


The women of this country seem to 


take great interest in manufacturing 
idd bits of decorative furniture for 
their homes, anil many are the pretty 
ind useful things that have been con- 
structed by them. 


The only tools necessary for this 


work arc a hammer, small saw, me- 
dium-sized ehiscl, an awl, plane and 
nails of assorted si/.cs. 
With these 


implements she can do a great deal to- 
ward beautifying an unpretentious 
home.. 


To make a shoe-holder and scat, ns 


depicted in one of the illustrations, ob- 
tain at a grocery store an ordinary soap 
box and let this form the end upright 
box. Hot another packing case of the 
same width but longer, and arrange on 
top a lid with hinges so it may be 
raised. 
Use the cover to the upright 


one for two shelves, nail them securely 
in place and let them be an equal dis- 
tance apart, so they will accommodate 
shoes and slippers. 


Kastcn these boxes together securely 


with screws. Xc.xt obtain a board am' 
after rounding corners off screw it fnsl 
to the back of the boxes and you wil 
have as a result the frame-work for the 
scat. 
The hinged lid of the low box will 


act as a. seat, tho board with the

rounded corners forms the back, while 
within the box rubbers 
and heavy 


boots may be kept, the upright one 
holding tine shoes and slippers. 


After long experience in domestic up- 


holstery, denim, in its rich assortment 
of colors, is found to be superior to all 
other materials. 
It combines artistic 


beauty with astonishing durability, 
and is heartily recommended to the 
amateur cabinet-maker. 


The tops of the boxes should bo cov- 


ered first and tufted. This may he ac- 
complished by spreading curled hair on 
the wood and" tacking the material over 
it and at regular distances apart catch 
a button to form a tuft. This is done 
by boring two small holes through the 
wood side by side, and, having thread- 
ed the eye of the button with a bit of 
twine, pass the string through the 
holes ami tic the ends tightly together 
at the under side of I he lid. 


The material is to be tacked all 


around to the outer edge of the tops 
with ordinary carpet tacks driven close 
together. 
, . 
Next upholster the back, placing 


some curled hair behind the material 
and give it a cushioned appearance and 
in Urn drape the sides of tho boxes. 


To do it nicely, shir several yards of 


the material on a cord and then tack 
the. 
string fast nil around the upper 


edges of the boxes. 


Around the top edge of each box and 


to hide the joint where the covering 
meets the draping material, fasten a 
piece of wide gimp with large oval- 
headed upholsterer's tacks driven an 
even distance npnrt. This will lend a 


fer0od finish to complete a charming and 
useful piece of furniture.

There are really very few women 


who can distinguish between a (rood 
blade silk nnd an inferior- one, and a 
few hints tfivcn by an expert ami re- 
ported in the Delineator will doubtless 
be acceptable to many shoppers: 


In the tirst place never l>e Vieifiiiled 


into buyinjf cheap silk. Very often a 
pretext of its cheapness siiKtfosts :i 
ffcnniiie barffain, "jut the wise woman, 
unless she knows of tfood reason for the 
reduction, will choose some other ma- 
terial if she cannot atl'ord to purchase 
silk ut an adequate price. Costliness 
is of course no guarantee, of real value, 
so the shopper is advised to purchase 
tin eighth of a yard of an admired 
fabric and test it at leisure when *he 
caches home. This may seem like a 
vaste to the over-economical mind, but 
t will prove a ^ood investment if it 
>rcvcnlb a bad bargain in the end. 


In testing a piece of silk first try to 


tear it both lengthwise and crosswise. 
[f it £ivcs way readily in either direc- 
tion you may be sure either that the 
dye has destroyed the fibers or that, the 
thread is made up of what is known as. 


;waste sill!." I'urc silk properly dyed 
.s the strongest textile known, but 
nearly all the cheaper dyes, and par- 
ticularly the dark colors and bhick.arc 
made with such a basis that they cat 
into uml weaken the fabric. 


The firmness of the weave may be 


proved by scraping diagonally neross 
the silk with the thumb nail. If the 
material is 
stroii{f and 
pure, any 


amount of manipulation will not make 
the threads slip, and if the nail makes 
a space as wide as its own thickness be- 
tween the threads the silk is certainly 
of inferior quality. The next test is ap- 
plied bv ravelin": a bit of the silk and 
carefully examining both warp and 
woof. 
Often a pure silk warp has a 


heavily loaded woof, 
and in other 


cases, especially in satin weaves, the 
woof has an inferior backing, the sur- 
face bciii},' of (food silk. 1'nre silk has 
u (rood luster and is very soft, but if 
the {floss isartilieial the fabric will be 
hard and brittle. When a pure silk has 
been dyed improperly it looks very 
much like cotton, but it is somewhat 
softer. 


Another excellent test consists in 


pnllim? out the threads both ways nnd 
tryinj/'their strength. Catch them with 
both bauds an inch apart, (five a quick 
jerk and note the force needed'to break 
them. 
If they part easily the silk is 


not (rood. Tear the silk nlon(f the 
lines from which the threads have been 
taken, and if there are puckers iilontf 
the tear they may be regarded as indi- 
eatinif n st ronjf texture. A method of 
testing thnt is considered conclusive is 
to burn a fragment of tin: silk and also 
some of the nivelinsrs. 
If the silk i.s 


pure and well dyed it will take lire 
slowlv, liven when held directly in Ihe 
tin me", and the lire will fro out almost 
;is soon-as the silk is withdrawn,- leav- 
ing ashes that are nearly jet black. 
Weighted and improperly dyed silk is 
hitfhh' inflammable. 
It quickly takes 


(ire. 
and the lire is dillieiilt to extin- 


guish, smoldering lifter the silk is re- 
moved from the Iliime and leaving 
ashes that keep the shape of the cloth 
;ind are of a light, yellowish red tint. 
Cotton in the fabric can be readily de- 
tected by the odor of the smoke. 
FA-- 


erv woman should remember that the 
requisite qualities of. good silk are 
strength, smoothness, luster, richness 
and lightness, no matter how thick the 
material.
